Fund sources for FY 2003. Of this salary adjustment total, $5.7 million has been included in the General
Fund appropriations for FY 2004.

. Appropriates a total of $10.0 million from the General Fund and 257.5 FTE positions, an increase of

$167,000 and 3.0 FTE positions compared to the FY 2003 estimated net General Fund appropriation.
This is a decrease of $167,000 in other funds for the Department for FY 2004 compared to the FY 2003
estimated net appropriation for the elimination of one-time salary funding. Major changes include:

. $167,000 to fund FY 2003 salary adjustment from the General Fund in FY 2004 for the Office of the
Attorney General and the Office of the Consumer Advocate.

. An increase of 3.0 FTE positions funded from federal funds for Multidisciplinary Family Violence
Response Teams. (Page 1, Line 7)

. Appropriates a total of $251.4 million from the General Fund and 4,136.5 FTE positions, an increase of

$8.6 million and 11.5 FTE positions compared to the FY 2003 estimated net General Fund appropriation.
This is a decrease of $4.0 million in other funds for the Department for FY 2004 compared to the FY
2003 estimated net appropriation for the elimination of one-time salary funding. Major changes include:

. Institutions: Increases the appropriation by $4.8 million and 14.4 FTE positions. The change
includes:

A decrease of $657,000 and 16.5 FTE positions to reflect staff savings associated with installing
perimeter security fences at the [owa State Penitentiary at Fort Madison, the Anamosa State
Penitentiary, and the Mount Pleasant Correctional Facility.
